Coaches  and  trainers  have  a  vi- 
tal role  in  the  success  of  a 
team  and  the  health  of  it's 
players.  They  are  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  prac- 
tices and  are  the  foundation  upon  which 
the  team  builds.  Without  them  most  would 
find  themselves  lost  and  let  down. 

The  general  job  of  a  trainer  is  to  set  up 
a  program  that  the  athletes  will  use  for 
conditioning  and  strength.  A  football  train- 
er, for  example  may  want  his  athletes  to 
focus  on  strength  while  a  cross-country 
trainer  may  want  to  build  up  the  runners 
cardiovascular  system  first  and  maybe 
strengthen  the  lower  body.  Trainers  work 
closely  with  their  athletes  to  insure  they 
are  working  out  the  proper  muscle  groups 
and  not  hurting  themselves. 

Coaches  provide  leadership  both  in  and 
out  of  the  game.  During  the  week  they  work 


hard  with  their  players  to  perfect  plays  and 
correct  mistakes  being  made.  Coaches  dur- 
ing these  sessions  assume  the  mantle  of  om- 
nipotent as  their  players  generally  cannot 
question  whether  or  not  their  coach  knows 
what  he  is  saying.  On  the  court  or  field  the 
coach  coordinated  plays  and  makes  ad- 
justments as  necessary  in  order  for  their 
team  to  be  victorious.  Coaches  must  there- 
fore not  only  be  knowledgeable  in  their 
sport,  but  they  must  also  have  the  wills  and 
instincts  to  make  the  split  second  decisions 
that  decide  a  game. 

With  the  level  of  importance  that  coach- 
es and  trainers  have  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
in  this  land  where  athletes  grow  on  trees, 
coaches  and  trainers  are  the  life-giving 
sunshine.
